The physical senses may be develop- 
ed by practice to such a degree that 
they can be trusted to accurately ser- 
ve their possessor; they offer the ad- 
vantage of being generally available

jtions. We look up market reports in ,trouble on his hands than the 


trade journals and find at times very. 
wide yariations in the same markets, 
and at the same time. Why? 

Why do we find, for instance, that 
in some markets butter is selling at 


pound? The intrinsic or actual food , 
value may be quite as high in one 
case as in the other. Why then the 
‘great, difference in price? Simply this 
there is something quite apart from 
the intrinsic or food value for which 
the buyer is willing to pay’ an ad- 
ditional price, or premium. 

This we call marketable qualities. 

What, then, is this mysterious  th- 
ing we call marketable quality which 
the market is willing to pay this ex- 
tra price for? Apart from sensation- 
‘al and local reasons, the cuality of 
butter or any Other product. or ctm- 
modity is measured hy its adaptabil-, 
ity to the needs or purses of the buy- 
er, its suitability to conditions and 
‘economy in use. Butter of a neatly 
uniform color shade, well made and 
tastefully put up catches his eye at 
once and makes a favorable impres- 
sion upon him; it gives evidence of 
workmanship and of the exercise of’ 
care on the part of the producer. 
The buyer becomes interested. If the 
flavor of the butter is;sweet and pure 
to the palate the favorable first im- 
pression becomes reinforced by a de- 
sire to buy that particular package 
or lot. These are the first steps in 
marketing. 

When the Government undertook the 
supervision and management of a num 
ber of co-operative creameries ia this 
province, it also undertoox to find | 
markets for their butter output. The 
marketing has been conducted so far 
as possible under a quality tasis. A 
quality trade kas been secured. Dur- 
ing 
output of the government creameries 
handled through the-cold storage: at 
Calgary has bcen systematically. A 
uniform system of marking the pack- 
ages put up at each creamery ma‘- 
es it possible to identify each churn- 
ing and secure, representative packag- 
es for inspection and scoring. 

At the close of. each season. the 
sults of the scoring are summarized 
and show the relative stend ng of the 
several creameries jin the season's 
scoring contest conducted by the de- 
partment. . 

Taking the past season's butter out 
put of the government operated crea- 
merics in Alberta, we find that. prac- 
tically 834 per cent reached or’ ex- 
ceeded the point at wlich the divis- 
ion between “‘first’’ and ‘‘second’’ was 
made.
